Regulation 501 State Content Standards
(For Action)

The Secretary of Education seeks the consent of the State Board of
Education to amend 14 DE Admin. Code 501 State Content
Standards to reflect the State’s adoption of the Common Core
Standards in English language arts and mathematics. The
Common Core Standards were developed in partnership with the
National Governors Association (NGA) and the Council of Chief
State School Officers (CCSSO). State stakeholders participated in
the review of the standards.

Professional Standards Board, acting in cooperation and
collaboration with the Department of Education, seeks the consent
of the State Board of Education to amend regulation DE Admin.

It is necessary to amend this
regulation in order to facilitate proper and current formatting
trends. There are no changes in certification requirements. This
regulation sets forth the requirements for an Elementary Teacher.
